Aunty the I960 hostilities the 3rd Battalion of the Pun- 
tab Armed Police was posted in the Dagger-Akhnoor Sector 
of Jammu District. Head Constable Rachhpal Singh who 
belongs to this Battalion, collected intelligence along the 
international border at great personal risk. On the 3rd 
October, 1965 Shri Racbhpal Singh, noticed two Pakistani 
civilians loitering near the international border. He tackled 
the suspects and captured them alive. On interrogation, they 
gave information of great importance to the Army. On the 
lllh October, while patrolling very close to the international 
border, Shri Rachhpal Singh came into contact with Pakistan 
Rangers In a very stiff encounter with the numerically 
superior opposition Shri Rachhpal Singh inflicted heavy 
casualties on the Pakistan Rangers right in front of their 
Posts at Turankot and Kaluke-Kule. Thereafter, despite very 
heavy fire from MMGs and mortars from across the border, 
Shri Rachhpal Singh led his men back to his post. Shri 


K.iLhhpal Singh also brought with him the dims and ammu- 
nition of three Pakistan Rangers. 

During these operations, Head Constable Rachhpal Singh 
evbibited conspicuous gallantry and initiative and devotion to 
duly of a very high order. 

3. This award is made for gallantry undei rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President's Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible under rule 5, with clTecl from the 3rd 
October, 1965.

RESOLUTION 

(National Development Council) 

New Delhi, the 7th October 1967 

Vo. 65/15/CF-67. — The National Development Council was 
set up in August 1952 to strengthen and mobilise the effort 
and resources of the nation in support of the Five Year Plans, 
to piomote common economic policies in all vital spheres 
and to ensure the balanced and rapid development of all 
parks of the country. The Council is presently composed of 
the Prime Minister of India, the Chief Ministers of all States 
and the Members of the Planning Commission, as it make* 
ic recommendations to the Central and State Governments. 
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2. The Administrative Reforms Commission, in its recent 
Krpr r 'n the m.ichineiy for planning, dealt with the role and 
f mi i ms of the National Development Council. Government 
have considered the recommendations of the Commission and 
have decided to reconstitute the National Development Coun- 
cil and redefine is functions. 

3. The functions of the National Development Council will 
he ■ — • 

(1) to prescribe guidelines for the formulation of the 
National Plan, including the assessment of resources 
for the Plan; 

fii) to consider the National Plan as formulated b' the 
Planning Commission; 

(ili) to consider important questions of social and econo- 
mic policy affecting national development; 

(Iv) to review the working of the Plan from time to time 
and to recommend such measures as are necessary 
for achieving the aims and targets set out in the 
National Plan, including measures to secure the 
active participation and cooperation of the people 
improve the efflclencv of the administrative Services, 
ensure the fullest development of the less advanced 
regions and sections of the community and, through 
sacrifice borne equally bv all citizens, build up re- 
sources for national development. 

4. The National Development Council make Its recommen- 
dations to the Central and the State Governments and will 
comprise of the Prime Minister, all Union Cabinet Ministers, 
Chief Ministers of all States and Union Territories and the 
Members of the Planning Commission. Delhi Administration 
will be represented in the Council bv the Lt. Governor and 
the Chief Eexeeutive Councillor, and the remaining Union 
Territories bv their respective Administrators. Other Union 
Ministers and State Ministers may also be invited to participate 
in the deliberations of the Council. 

The Council may appoint, from time to time, suitable sub- 
committees or panels. 

5. The Council shall meet as often as may be necessary and 
at least twice in each year. 

6. The Secretary of the Planning Commission shall act as 
Secretary to the National Development Council and the Plan- 
ning Commission shall furnish such administrative or other 
assistance for the work of the Council as may be needed 

ORDER
